SU L T A N ’S TROOPS D EFEA TED 
BY T H E GREEKS. 


Osma Pasha, the Hero of Plevna, Sent 
From Constantinople To Take Com­ 
mand—The Greek Fleet Has Done 
Effective W ork—The Powers Are 
W illing. 


London, April 24.—Crown Prince 
Constantine has stirred Athens to a 
high pitch of enthusiasm over his re­ 
ports to King George of Greek suc­ 
cesses everywhere in Thessaly. 
The Hellenic troops, under the per­ 
sonal command of the crown prince, 
have destroyed the Turkish battery at 
Ligeria. The Moslems have retired 
from Nezeros and Rapsani and are ap­ 
palled by the destruction of all their 
stores at Katerina and Litoehorion. 
From Salonica comes the news that 
on Tuesday, after a fierce battle, the 
Greeks occupied Karya, a small forti­ 
fied town near Milouna Pass. 
Osman Pasha has started from Con­ 
stantinople for Elassona, where he will 
succeed Edhem Pasha as commander- 
in-cHief of the Turkish armies. The 
hero of Plevna will try to rally the 
Moslem 
troops, who, it is conceded, 
even at Constantinople, have been out 
fought at all points by the Hellenes. 
Ahmed Hifzi Pasha also has been re 
called from Zamia, 
and 
Saas Edin 
Pasha has left Constantinople to re­ 
lieve him in command of the Turkish 
troops at that point. 
These new commanders have depart­ 
ed for the front and at the same time 
seventy-two new batallions of Turkish 
soldiers—50,400 men—were mustered 
in from the army reserves and prepared 
for instant service. 
Greece, too, has summoned all her 
landwehr, or militia, and will 
send 
them to Thessaly at once. 
Heavy fighting continues all along 
the border from Arta to Platamona. 
Everywhere the Greeks appear to have 
been victorious or else to have held 
their ground against the Turkish at­ 
tacks. 
Sawiti Quaranta has been reduced by 
the Greek squadron, which abandoned 
the bombardment of Prevesa and went 
to the former place, opening fire 
at 
once on the Turkish blockhouse there. 
Later the squadron returned to Corfu, 
having 
on 
board 
eighty 
Christian 
refugees taken from Santi Quaranta, 
which was destroyed and the Turkish 
stores there burned. On the way back 
the vessels shelled St. George and Chi- 
marra, and it is announced that 
the 
squadron will cannonade Salada. 
The citadel of Prevesa is reported to 
have withstood the furious bombard­ 
ment of the Greek ships, but it is said 
the town is almost wholly destroyed. 
The eastern Greek fleet, after bom­ 
barding Katrina on the Gulf of Salonica 
and reducing the town, landed a de­ 
tachment and captured 
an 
immense 
quantity of stores, 
including 
provi­ 
sions and ammunition destined for the 
use of Edhem Pasha’s armies. 
Greek troops have forced the inhab­ 
itants to abandon Kafia and Kosnitza- 
deson,two fortified Turkish towns. The 
people fled in terror when the cannon­ 
ading began, and were forced to leave 
all their possessions for the victorious 
Greeks. 
Terrific fighting is reported from 
Arta, where the Turks suffered repuls­ 
es constantly while attempting to cross 
the bridge into the town. The Moslems 
were met at each onslaught by 
rifle 
volleys and were forced back in disor­ 
der. Again and again, under cover of 
heavy cannon fire, they tried to cross 
the bridge, but could proceed no far­ 
ther than the center. 
Finally, in one assault, the Turkish 
commander was killed, and his men fell 
back in confusion and made no more 
attem pts to carry the bridge. 
Then 
the Turkish cannon were silenced.

Killed—Adjourn Today. 


ALISON, W is., April 
24— [Special]— The 
session of th e legis­ 
latu re th a t cloned 
today w as notable. 
The bills by w h ch 
it w ill be rem em ­ 
bered roost are t^e 
Wylie bill prohibit­
